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LIBRARY SERVICE IN THE PROVINCIAL MENTAL

"Emotional stimuli should leave in the indi- 
vidual attitudes such that when similar conditions arise 
he is inclined to do the right thing, to act sanely, de- 
cently, positively. (Books) positively used may be 
powerful agencies for just such effects." & 


The value of bibliotherapy is being demon- 
strated by an increasing number of hospital libraries. 
The authorities at Essondale in 1947 expanded their exist- 
ing library service to patients by appointing a trained 
librarian and an advisory library committee of four staff 
members - the psychologist and three doctors. The 1948 
budget makes provision for library services and allots 
an ample amount for book replacements and additions. 


The emphasis at first wes placed on book se- 
lection, by itself a negative approach. Some patients 
may become absorbed in what they are reading and forget 
for a short time their own abnormal patterns of think- 
ing. Others, however, may only fortify their delusions. 


Therefore, because the books can be passed from one per- 
son to another on a ward, those which are unsuitable 

for a few are excluded from all. Every patient requires 
individual ettention for recommended reading, but books 
pertaining to some subjects ere avoided in generel. 
Those dealing with material derogatory to the medical 
profession, mentally ill persons, suicide, morbid situa- 
tions, horror tales are not acceptable. Books concern- 
ing psychology, psychietry, religion, mysticism, numerol- 
ogy, and similar fields may be disturbing and are also 
kept from circulation. 


"Bibliotherapy is positive and active. Not 
content with the distribution of recreational and harm- 
less books, it seeks to supply those which may ectually 
chenge for the better a patient's viewpoint or philosophy 
of life." sf Some patients are too withdrawn to read, 
but if their attention can be diverted by even a pic- 
ture book, this is of some value. Bibliotherapy is the 
purpose of the hospital library service and a begin- 
ning hes been mede in this direction. Three of the 
women's wards are visited weekly by the librarian. A 
book truck is used end the patients have the opportu- 
nity of freely examining e few books before making 
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their choice. The doctor in charge recommends before- 
hand titles for some patients end these are suggested 
as interesting reading, but if the patient prefers 
something else she is at liberty to take it. To be- 
come better acquainted with these patients and their 
interests, the librarian attends ward rounds, a 

weekly discussion of their treatment and background 

by their doctors. This ward service will be extended 
gradually. 


In the meantime, the main book collection 
consisting of some 2,500 volumes is located in the 
Veterans' Block, the books being distributed from 
there to three other large buildings and five homes 
for the aged. The library has begun a service to the 
"Vista," a re-establishment home in Vancouver for pa- 
tients leaving the Hospital. Regular transportation 
facilities were lacking and the Social Service Depart- 
ment kindly agreed to teke the books when making their 
calls. The patients use a printed catalog and submit 
individual request slips but do not come to the li- 
brary themselves. New books added to the catalog are 
now annotated, which helps somewhat in making a choice 
when titles are not familier. 


The library is used also by a few members 
of the staff. For the most part their books are se- 
lected from the catalog and delivered to them on the 
wards, or they may use the separate collection which 
is kept in the nurses! residence. 


The Occupational Therapy Department makes use 
of the library for material on various designs and han- 
dicrafts, and in return has been helpful in making 
various articles for the library. The staff of the 
New Westminster Public Library have been most obliging 
in recommending and lending reference books that are 
not in our own collection. 


There is another main book collection in the 
Hospital. The medical and technical volumes are kept 
at present in the Nurses' Training Office and are taken 
care of by the Instructor of Nurses. Departments such 
as the X-ray, the Laboratory, the Male Training Office, 
the Hydrotherapy and the Occupational Therapy keep 
those books which pertain to their work on permanent 
loan. Journals and periodicals likewise ere distri- 
buted according to their special interest matter. A 
union catalog is being prepared to cover all these, and 
to avoid duplication in book and journal purchases all 
such requisitions are submitted to the Advisory Conm- 
a and if passed by it are then ordered by the li- 
rarian. 
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In the new building now under con- 
struction, there are included three adjoining rooms 
for a centralized library - the medical collection, 
the librarian's office and a large, bright reading- 
room for the patients. These rooms are neer the main 
entrance and will be easily accessible to both staff 
and petients. For those who are unable to come to the 
reading-room, there will be book service as at present. 


Library service is only one of many 
therapies used in a modern mental hospital. It can 
and should be supplementary to general treatment. 
"Knowledge is a way of avoiding extremes... Narrow- 
ness of interest and staleness of mind ere always fruit- 
ful soils for mental trouble." &

B.C.L.A. The Executive of the British Columbia 
EXECUTIVE Library Association has recommended to 

the Minister of Education of the British 
Columbia Government that chief librarians should be 
ex-officio members of their boards.

CERTIFICATION At the invitation of the Department of 
COMMITTEE Education the following librarians met 
in Victoria to consult with the Exami- 
ners for Certification of Librarians on the possible 
revision of the Regulations for Certification:- Miss 
Ruth Cameron, Miss Margaret Clay, Mrs. Cicely Ellis, 
Miss Ethel Gilmour, Miss Jessie Hotson, Mr. W. E. 
Ireland, Miss Murial Laing, Dr. W. K. Lamb, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Musto. This number included members of the 
B.C.L.A. Committee on Certification. The Examiners 
ares- Miss B. M. Carruthers, Mr. E. S. Robinson, 
Mr. T. F. Robson, Registrar of Education, and Mr. C. 
K. Morison, Chairman. 
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General accord was reached on several 
recommendations: specific definition of the tern 
"recognized university"; clarification of the re- 
quirement, "Evidence of satisfectory completion of 
two years' study leading to a Bachelor's Dezsree from 
a recognized university", ¢s meaning the completion 
of one year's study beyond that required for senior 
metriculation; publication of a list of certified 
librarians; reduction from 5 to 4 yeers of the re- 
quired experience for a librarian with e B.L.S.degree 
to quelify for a Grede I Certificete. 


It wes also agreed to recommend that 
consideration be given to a provision for the promo- 
tion of librerians who now hold Grede III Certifi- 
cates that were granted on the besis of position held 
at the tire the Regulations went into effect. 


The question of principel dispute wes 
the relative stending of library school training and 
diplomas in Canada and in the United Kingdom. It was 
finally decided to ask the Chairman to appoint a con- 
mittee to investigate this matter and to submit its 
findings to the Examiners. The Chairman subsequently 
esked the following to serve as such a committee:- 
Mr. Robinson, Chairman, Mr. J. G. Chope, Miss Hotson, 
Mrs. Musto, Miss Anne Smith. This committee met in 
Vancouver on Januery 19th and has submitted its find- 
ings. The Examiners will meet in February and will 
doubtless prepare recommendations to be presented to 
the Depertment of Education. It should be borne in 
mind that the Regulations are put in effect by Order- 
in-Council and that the Executive Council is there- 
fore the finel euthority.

NEWS OF LIBRARIES 





FRASER VALLEY The Freser Valley Union Librery reports 
UNION LIBRARY a year of unprecedented expansion. Our 

Old book van wes replaced efter its 
finel collapse and was supplemented by a penel delivery 
truck which is chiefly used for school service. Our 
school program now includes 84 rural schools end is 
being expanded repidly. Two new members were added to 
the staff during the yeer making a total of nine at 
Headquarters. 


At the December elections the Munici- 
pality of Delta voted by a majority of more than two 
to one to join the Fraser Valley Union Library Dis- 
trict and plans ere now under way to expand the book 
van routes end to esteblish a branch at Ladner. 


The highest circulation of books in 
the history of the Freser Valley Union Library wés 
reported by the Regional Librarian, Peter Grossman, 
who seid that the total of 290,637 represented an 
increase of 15,285 over 1946. It is important to 
note that this increese is entirely in the non-fic- 
tion and children's depertments, showing that the 
Librery is strengthening its position es ean edu- 
cationel force and source of information. 





THE OKANAGAN The Okenagan Union Library opened a 
UNION LIBRARY branch at Armstrong on Jenuery 7th. 

Armstrong, which hes been out of the 
Union since 1939, came in egain under the new arrenge- 
ment of School Districts. 
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In Kelowna on January 3rd the Library 
had a record circulation of 563 books. 





PRINCE RUPERT Prince Rupert people borrowed 2,073 
LIBRARY more books from their Public Library 
last year than they did in 1946, ac- 
cording to the report of the Librarian, Miss Olive 
ven Cooten. Miss van Cooten's report credited the 
move from the old Library Building to the Civic 
Centre as being lergely responsible for the increase. 
"Our surroundings ere beautiful and ere looked upon 
with favour by the citizens generally," it stated. 





PROVINCIAL Reference librarizns generelly will 

LIBRARY be interested to know that the scheduled 
ten-yeer revision of the Publications 

of the Government of British Columbie 1871 - 1937 is 

well in hend with Miss Merjorie C. Holmes, Assistant 

Provincial Librarian as editor. It is anticipated 

that in view of the tremendous number of entries to 

be included that a new Checklist will be published 

rather than a supplement to the originel publicetion. 








PUBLIC Mr. H. Normen Lidster and Mr. E. S. 

LIBRARY Robinson héve been re-appointed to 

COMMISSION the Public Library Commission for 
3-year terms as from December 1, 1947. 


Encoureging reports have been re- 
ceived of librery ectivity in the Kooteneys. Kimberley 
Public Library Association, which wes incorporeted in 
1927 and became inective in 1932, is being revived 
under good auspices end with good prospect of local 
financial support as well <s provincial aid through 
the Public Library Commission. Castleger Public Li- 
brary Association is slowly taking shape, and public 
library service for Treil is receiving serious con- 
sideration. 
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Dewson Creek Public Library Associa- 
tion expected to open its doors about the middle of 
Jenuery. The Commission's Peace River Branch has 
extended library service as far north as Fort Nelson. 


Electors of Delta Municipality decided 
in December, by a vote of 793 to 335, to join Fraser 
Valley Union Library District. Okanagan Union Library 
District has also been enlarged by the eddition of 
Armstrong School District, brought in by a voluntary 
agreement between the library boerd and the school 
board. Armstrong School District includes the Muni- 
cipealities of Armstrong, Enderby and Spallumcheen, as 
well es rural erea. These increeses to union library 
territory ere effective as from January 1, 1948. The 
Commission has mede further grents-in-aid to help the 
two libraries with suddenly increased book needs. 


The North-Centrél Branch has recently 
been supplied with an automobile which will make pos- 
sible closer contact between the library and commu- 
nities and schools in e district that extends some 
500 miles from the Alberta border to neer the Pacific 
coast. 





VANCOUVER The Vancouver Public Library cele- 
PUBLIC brated its Sixtieth Anniversary in 
LIBRARY November with four days of speciel ac- 

tivities beginning with a dinner at 
which representatives of the libreries of British 
Columbia and Washington in addition to civic officials 
were present. Publicity included windows by the B. C. 
Electric and depertment stores, radio spot announce- 
ments and newspaper stories, a treiler at neighbor- 
hood theetres, an Anniversery booklet, lectures at the 
Library, a special exhibition of the paintings of the 
B. C. Society of Artists and a poster contest in the 
schools. 


In November, also, the Staff Associa- 
tion of the Library issued the first number of 
Library News, 2 monthly bulletin to acquaint the 
steff with librery and staff ectivities. 
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Since the citizens of Vancouver have turned down 
the by-law to acquire the property for a Civic Centre, 
the Librery Board will go ahead with plens for getting 
a site of its own for the Main Library building. 





VICTORIA As the result of a plebiscite held in 
PUBLIC ' December library service to the resi- 
LIBRARY dents of the municipality of Saenich 

wes resumed at the beginning of the year. 
At the time of their withdrewal on October lst, 1947 
over four thousand borrowers from Saanich were regis- 
tered at the Library. 


During the pest yeer additional ser- 
vice has been given to choral groups of the city 
through a collection of 3367 copies of secred and 
secular choral works. This collection of 46 titles 
includes 1l complete cantatas. Since the collection 
wes organized 1526 copies of 21 titles have been bor- 
rowed by local choirs. Plans are being made to in- 
crease its use in 1948. 


The Film Service of the Library con- 
tinues to expand as the following comparative statis- 
tics show:

Much credit for its growth goes to the Greater Vic- 
toria Film Council which is composed of delegates 
from all types of locel orgenizations. The annual 
membership fee of a minimum of five dollars per or- 
ganization is devoted to purchasing new films for 
the Library's collection. In addition the Film 
Council has sponsored classes whereby two members 
from eech of its groups are trained as film opera- 
tors. 


The Honourable W. T. Straith, who suc- 
ceeded Dr. G. M. Weir es Minister of Education in the 
British Columbia Government, was for some years Chair- 
man of the Board of the Victoria Public Library. 
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Miss Margaret Clay is a member of the 
Committee on Bibliography of the American Association 
for Adult Education and Chairman of the Noninating 
Committee of the Division of Public Libraries of the 
American Library Association.
